“Boss” for Years. 


POLITICIAN TO THE LAST. 


Conkling Alliance, Gold Standard 
Fight, Nomination of Roose- 
velt, Three Memorable 
Events \in Career. 


New York, March 6—[Specia!.]—Fornfer 
United States Senator Thomas Collier Platt, 
Republican leader of the state of New York 
for years and intensely interested in the Re- 
_, publican party from its organization in 1856, 
F died unexpectedly this afternoon at 4 o'clock 
in his apartments, 1838 West Eleventh street. 
He would have been 77 years old if he had 
lived unt{i] next July. 

The direct cause of Mr. Platt’s death was 
acute Bright's disease. For a number of 
years he had suffered with palsy of the legs. 
which necessitated his occupying a wheel 
chair most of the time. Within the last two 
years, though, evidences of Bright's disease 
had become apparent to his physician, Dr. 
Paul Outerbridge. On May 28 last this dis- 
ease became so apparent that Outerbridge 
believed his patient would die on that day. 

Mr. Platt, however, recovered, and was 
able to attend the marriage of his grandson, 
Livingston Platt, son of Frank T. Platt. and 


the happiness of the ceremony seemed to 
give new Mfe to Platt. 


At Office Until Wednesday. 

With Mr. Platt at his death were Mr. and 
Mre. Frank P. Platt, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
T. Platt, Harry Platt, and Dr. Outerbridge. 
Platt had been at his office as president of 
the United States Exprese company until last 
Wednesday. On that day he took a slight 
cold, and while he didn’t exactly sink, he 
seemed to feeb that he should remain home. 
He hadn't any idea that he was about to die. 

Bunday mornings for a number of years 
had been given over to a reception of his 
sone and their wives and his immediate 
friends, and so this morning Frank H. Piatt 
and his wife, Edward T. Piatt and his. wife, 
and Harry, whose wife died several years 
ago, visited Mr. Platt and chatted with bim, 
and he never appeared to be in brighter 
spirite to them, until about 1 o’clock this 
afternoon, when they noticed a change in 
their father’s condition. 

Dr. Outerbridge quickly Was summoned, 
and the doctor, speaking after Platt’s death, 
said it wae apparent to him that Platt could 
not repeat his recovery of May 28 last, and 
Piatt’s children were so informed. Platt was 
up and dressed at the time. He was put te 
bed and at 4 o'clock he died without a mur- 


mur, without recognition of those about his

To Be Buried by Firgt Wife. 

Late in the evening his body was taken to 
‘the home of his son, Frank, 272 West Seventy- 
_ fourth etreet, and on Tuesday it will be taken 
to Qwego, where funeral services will be 
held in the Presbyterian church, and Platt 
will be buried in the churchyard beside the 
first Mrs. Platt, who was his cousin. 

Ever since the first Mrs. Platt's death Mr. 
Platt had been importuned by Mr. and Mrs.

Three Memorable Events in Career. 

A political writer some time ago thus cited 
what he considered the three great events in 
Platt’s career: 

Alliance with Conkling, in fight on Gar- 
field and their joint resignation from the 
senate. 

Fight for the gold standard plenk in the 
St. Louls platform in 1806. 

Farcing the.nomination of Roosevelt for 
the vice presidency, an act which made 
Roosevelt president. 

With his reg@rement from the senate in 1900 
Platt compleied over half a century of polit- 
ical activity. For nearly half of this time 
he was the undisputed boss of the Repub- 
lican party of New York state, but he was 
known as the “‘ easy boss.” 

According to his son Frank, Piatt did not 
leave a fortune of more than $200,000. He 
pever was a moneymaker, his son said. 

Platt had many storma in his domestic life. 
The first Mrs. Platt died in December, 191, 
and in 1908 Platt and Mrs. Julian T. Janeway 
were married. The only witnesses were Mrs. 
Jeneway's daughter, Miss Snow, and Platt's 
three sons. 

Domestic Trouble; Mae Wood Suit. 

In 1906 stories of domestic infelicity in the 
Platt household began to be circulated. On 
Nov. 14 of that yéar Platt's lawyer gave out 
a statement that the senator and his wife 
had executed a deed of separation. Both 
sides expressly stated that there was no 
ground for divorce. Platt agreed to pay his 
wife $76,000 in lieu of all her claims upon 
him, and Mrs. Platt agreed to drop the suit 
for divorce she had begun. 

Mae Catherine Wood, a stenographer, for- 
merly employed in the postoffice department 
in Washington, began several! suits against 
Platt, making affidavit that he had promised 
to marry her and tn 1907 started suit against 
him for divorce, alleging she had been mar- 
ried to him on Nov. 9, 1901. The sult was 
brought to trial the following spring. On 
May 21, 1908, the suit was dismissed and Miss 
Wood was committed to the Tombs on a 
charge of perjury growing out of her testi- 
mony. She was indicted in July of that year. 
The case hag not been brought to trial. — 


Tilness Cuts Short Yale Career. 

Thomas Collier Platt was born in Owego, 
N. Y., July 15, 1833. His collegeiate career 
at Yale was cut short by iliness, not, how- 
ever, before he had taken a prize in Latin. 
Believing he was fitted for a literary career, 
he took to > writing. 

He had charge of a column of “ Wasps 
and Stings’ in St. Nicholas, a paper that | 
lived less than a year. under the direction of 


himself and partner. 
From the editor's desk the future senator 


went to the prescription counter in the

Oak Park's average of three babies to four 
houses—less than one baby to each household 
—as mentioned in THE TRIBUNE yesterday, 


drew forth a volley of exciamations during’ 


the day as well as an offer of a number of 
prizes to increase the baby population of the 
suburb. 

Several of the women’s clubs and other cir- 
cles of Oak Park decided to take the matter 
up and a concerted movement may follow 
to grant substantial prizes for babies. Those 
offered yesterday were as follows: 

To the father of the next baby born in Oak 
Park one box of fine Havana cigars. 

To the mother of the next baby born in Oak 
Park the original copy of a forthcoming beok, 
** Mother’s Duties,”’ by Mra, W. F. Crummer. 

Mrs. Crummer also offers other copies of 
her book to every member of Mother's coun- 
cil, to which she belongs, who ifs blessed 
with a baby in the next twelve months. 


Women Engrossed in Society. 

In offering a box of cigars Henry Neil, sec- 
retary of the Fine Arts society of Oak Park, 
and who is the father of seven children, said: 

“It is a crying shame for people to live 
childless in this beautiful suburb, with great, 
roomy grounds, God given for little children 
to romp and play in. 

“ Women are so engrossed in their society 
affairs that they cannot spare the time to 


| care for children.” 


Mr. Neil, however, reached out In a differ- 
ent direction than anticipaied by making an 
appeal through the cigars to the men of the 
suburb. Mrs. Crummer, in offering her 
prize, found occasion-to scold the women of 
Oak Park, as follows: 

* Oak Park women ought to be ashamed 
of themselves. They are too busy playing 
ecards to bother with children. They cannot 
take time from their social] affairs. 


‘ Children Should Be Highest Ideal. 

“I write stories with children clinging to 
my skirts. I am not ashamed to do my 
housework, to get up early in the morning 
and start my husband off to business. I still 
have time to attend my club, write books, 
and paint pictures. I also have time for chil- 
dren. The fact is I do not play cards and 
am a back number thus, as it were. 

“J was ready to start for Munich to fin- 
ish my education when Mr. Crummer ap- 
peared and virtually kidnaped me into mar- 
rying him. I have never regretted .. and 
think a woman's highest ideal ought to be 
t6 rear a large family for the man she 
loves. te 

Dr. ‘Anos Blount, organiser of the Suburban 
Civics and Equa) Suffrage ciub, explained 
the cause of Oak Park's dearth of babies in 
the following way: 

“ Many men come to Oak Park to retife. 
There are apparently only two classes in the 
village—those young couples who have no 
children and the old couples whose children 
are grown. I think it would be well to ofer 
a prize as an incentive to the women to have 
larger families.” 


Seldom Sees a Baby Carriage Now. 

Mrs. Luther Conant, president of the 
Suburban Civics and Equal Suffrage club 
and also a member of the Quadrangle club, 


viewed the situation as follows: 


*“Children® seem to be going out of style. 
When I moved to Oak Park almost every 
woman I met on the streets was wheeling a 
baby buggy. Today one is a rarity.” 

Mrs. Thomas White, president of the Ses- 
ame circle of Oak Park, took a different view 
of the situation. 

‘‘ Why, I think Oak Park has lots of ba- 
bies.” she said, “I've never noticed the 
scarcity. We have lots of schools here and 
my impression is they are quite full.” 

Mrs. John W. Probert, president of the 
Irving Park Woman's club, and Mrs. Walter 
Wilcox, recording secretary, said they would 
take up the matter of giving prizes with the 
members 0. theip club. 


SPRING BREEZES ARE CHILLED 
BY BREATHS FROM NORTH. 


Fifty Mile Wind Forces Mercury Down 
Below Freezing—Gage Park Wants

Two days of realsummer weather gave way 
yesterday'to another touch of winter with the 
mercury going nearly to freezing.

John P. Cudahy Returns Home 
After Midnight;Binds Bank- 
er and Wreaks Venge- 
ance with Knife. 


VICTIM WILL RECOVER. 


Chicago Packer’s Son Held in 
Kansas City for Disturbing 
Peace; Wife Says “He'll 
Get Deserts.’’ 


Kansas City, Mo., March 6.—[(Special.)— 
Jere F. Lillis, millionaire president of the 
Western Exchange bank and member of an 
olé and prominent Kansas City family, lies 
in. St. Mary’s hospital suffering from 
injuries inflicted in the residence of John P. 
(** Jack "") Cudahy, son of Michael Cudahy, 
the Chicago packer, 100 East Thirty-sixth 
street, soom after midnight this morning. 

It is alleged that Cudahy found Lillis in his 
home when he arrived unexpectedly. Cudahy 
was arrested on a charge of disturbing the 
peace. He was released on $100 bond and 
cannot be found. His attorney is Frank P. 
Walsh, chjef of counsel for Dr. B. C. Hyde, 
indicted in the Swope poisohing case. 

Mrs. Cudahy, discussing the affair, said: 

**Mr. Cudahy will get his deserts.”’ 


Lillis Probably Will Recover. 

That Lillis will recover there seems to be 
no doubt. He is an athletic man, more than 
six feet tall, and strongly built. For many 
years he has taken an active part in al! sorts 
of outdoor sports. His ability as a golfer is 
well known, as for severa! years he held the 
Kansas City championship. At different 
times he has participated in golf meets 
through the west. 

For several years Lillis has been an inti- 
mate friend of the Cudahy family. He had 
béen at almost every socia! affair they gave 
until] recently. It was reported a few 
months ago that Lillis and Cudahy had had 
a misunderstanding. Many rumors were 
rife at that time, but they faded away, and it 
was generally accepted that they were with- 
out foundation. 

Explanation by police court officials of the 
small bond required of Cudahy is that Lillis 
has preferred no charge against him so far 
and they do not feel like making any other 
accusation on their own er than 
disturbing the peace. 

It is generally understood Linie will not 
prosecute Cudahy, so the case may be dis- 
missed with only &@ small fine.

Ten minutes later Patrolmen Brian Under- 
wood hurried tb the Cudahy home. ‘The 
front door was open, so he did hot ring the 
door bell. Stepping into the hall, he heard 
screams coming from a parlor. Then came 
groans and cries for mercy. 

Underwood followed the d@rection of the 
sound and soon came to the room. It was 
brilliantly lighted. He pushed open a door 
and entered cautiously. 

Three men were in the room. Prostrate on 
the floor iay LilHs half nude and bound 
with a rope.

SANITARIOM FOR MRS. BLACK 


Novelist Suffers from Nervous 
Breakdown Due to Overwork. 


FIRST BOOK BROUGHT FAME. 


Recently Had Devoted Herself to Writ- 
ing Historical Romances. 


Mrs. John D. Black, known as Margaret 
Horton Potter, the novelist, was taken to a 
sanitarium last Friday suffering from a ner- 
vous breakdown. She has been working on 
a new novel and has overtaxed her strength. 
Her physician seid last night he hoped she 
would be able to return to her work soon. 

The story to which Mrs. Black has been 
devoting herself is understood to be histor- 
ical in character. Earlier productions, 
through which she acquired fame, dwelt 
upon intimate relations of characters drawn 
so vividly that readers got the impression 
they were pictures of persons in real life 
Her first novel, “ A Socia) Lion,”’ created a 
sensation In Chicago. 

This was written when Mrs. Black, the 
daughter of the late O. W. Potter, once presi- 
dent of the Illinois Steel company, was only 
16 years old. It appeared under the pseudo- 
nym “ Robert Dolly Willams.” 


Genius Shown in Stories. 

A series of stories have appeared since, 
most of them dealing with subjects  stmilar 
to those treated of in the first. Along with 
appreciation of the writer’s genius arose de- 
cide@ criticism. The Detroit public library 
refused to admit one story, “The Golden 
Ladder,’’ which appeared two years ago, 

As @ resuit of these comments and criti- 
cismes Mrs. Black announced to friends that 
she would write no more stories of the kind. 
She said she would turn her attention to 
historical novels, to which there would be 
no occasion to raise a protest. She hed writ- 
tem one work of that kind already, and pro- 
posed to devote herself tothe mastery of that 
class of fiction. 

For some months she has been wrapped up 
in her new work, giving little time or thought 
to anything else. The strain was, too great 
and she collapsed. Physicians were called 
and treated her at the Black residence, 755 
Lincoln Park boulevard. As Mrs. Black 
failed to gain it was decided ta take her toa 
sanitarium where she could have complete 
change and rest. 

Mrs. Black was born in Chicago in 1881. 
She attended prepdratory schools here, in- 
tending to go east to/college, but her health 
would not permit her to continue her studies 
in that way. Under a private i ctor she 
mastered the classic languages, tory, and 
philosophy, eniarging her education by trav- 
els. 


“Social Lion” Her First Book. 
After “‘ A Social Lion ’’ she wrote ‘‘ Uncan- 
onized,’’ which was followed by “‘ The House 
of De Mailly.”’ her original historical novel, 
the scene of which is leid in the court of 
Louls XV.,in France. Another story, “ Istar 
of Babylon,” wis published about nine years 


ago.

Of 2,000 City Street Cleaners, 
1,800 Work on Sunday. 


CHILDREN TO HELP LATER. 


Supt. Fowler Says Work Will Go on 
Without Halt. 


EBighteen hundred shovel and broom men, 
out of the #000 on the city pay roll, answered 
the call of Superintendent of Streets Frank 
T. Fowler yesterday for men to start CRi- 
cago’s annual spring cleaning. The 200 ab- 
gsentees remained away by the permission of 
Mr. Fowler, who had announced that none 
need work on Sunday unless he wished. 

With his son, in an automobile, Supt. Fow- 
ler visited sixteen wards between 9 a. m. and 
5:30 p. m. The results pleased him. He es- 
timated that, because of the absence of week 
day traffic om such streets ap Halsted and 
Madison, ten men did as much as three could 
do ordinarily. “ 

“ Today's work was a sanitary necessity,” 
said Mr. Fowler. “ So far as I know, it wag 
the first Sunday street cleaning work on a 
large scale was ever done in Chicago. No 
minister hes called me up to protest.”’ 


Every Day “Cleaning Day.”’ 

Mr. Fowler said he proposed to pluralize 
the Chicago institution that has come to be 
known as spring cleaning day. 

“It is useless to think. Chicago’s streets 
and alleys and vacant lots can be cleaned 
in any one day,” he said. “ What we want 
and what we are going to have, is a string of 
cleaning days that will last from one year’s 
end to another.” 


School Children Will Help. 

As soon as a plan of operation can be 
evolved the school children wil! be impressed 
into the city’s service as assistant cleaners. 
A committee, consisting of Mr. Fowler and 
his assistant, Frank W. Solon, Dr. William 
A. Evans, and Ella C. Sullivan and Gertrude 
E. English, district school superintendents, 
was appointed last week to devise a method 
by which the children could aid in the annual 
apring cleanup. 

The committee will meet some time this 
week after the return of Dr. Evans from 
New Orleans, and as soon as a plan is out- 
lined Mrs. Young, superintendent of schools, 
will submit it to the children and ask them 
to help in its execution. 

Mr. Fowler sald any one with a plan for 
city cleaning need have no hesitancy about 
approaching him -with it. 

“We will need a lot of help,’”’ he said; 
‘‘more so for the reason that we have so 
much to do and so little money with which 


to do it.”’ -

One package of love letters, tied in maroon 
ribbon. 

One pair of spectacles. 

One pair of nose 

Two neckties, ~ 

One silver card case, 

One fountain pen. 

Two odd gloves, 

One knife. 


Just as he was sticking the package of love 
letters into his pocket on top of the collection 
of watches the burglar looked up to see the 
fraternity porter, Henry Brown. 


Follows Question by Blow. 

“ What do you all want heah?’ asked 
Henry, who saw at a glance that the intruder 
did not belong to the Alpha Tau clan. 

Without waiting for an answer Henry 
floored the burglar with a stiek and then 
yelled for help. At the same time he re- 
treated in search of a gun.

WORK TO BE LIGHTENED. 


Changes in Road’s Officers Will Be

“ There is absolutely no truth im the report 
that I have resigned fromthe presidency of 
the Illinois Central.

Yesterday's rumors were started by pre- 

fous reports that the president for some 

ime had been considering the advisability of 

resigning. He is 67 years of age and has 
been an unusually hard worker all his life. 
Since the resignation Nov. 1 of I. G. Rawn 
from the position of vice president in charge 
of operation to become president of the 
Monon, Mr. Harahan has had added responsi- 
bility for the reason that the functions of 
directing the operating department of the 
road have been divided between him and 
General Manager Harriman. 

These additional duties have imposed a 
severe burden upon his health. A vicepresi- 
dent in charge of the operating department 
will be elected, it is reported, and Mr. Hare- 
han will be relieved of some of his cares.

Minister and Wife Guests of 
Students from the Empire. 


HIS DIPLOMACY PRAISED. 


Hopes to Cement: Friendship of Coun- 
tries—Will Sail March 14. 


“Tr I can help cement the friendly rela- 
tions between the United States and your 
country, then I can feel that I have done 
a great duty. If I fail it will be a great dis- 
appointment to me.”’ 

These were the words of William J. Cal- 
houn, minister designate to China, at the 
banquet given yesterday to him and Mrs. 
Calhoun at the Kirig Joy Lo restaurant by 
Chinese students of the Intercollegiate Chi- 
nese Society of the Middle West. 

Forty Chinese young men and women from 
Chicago, Northwestern, Wisconsin, and Pur- 
due universities were present. 

It was a picturesque gathering. although 
the orientals were attired in American cos- 
tume. A Chinese menu was served. 

**T realize that you want to see me, look 
me over, and determine whether you want to 
meet me again—that I am on exhibition as 
it were,”’ said Mr. Calhoun, in responding to 
a toast proposed by K. H. Chow of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, president of the society. 

“JT am interested in you because you are 
here from a far off country and are here to 
etudy conditions so that you may be of help 
to your own country. 

“It is only a comparatively short time that 
the United States has paid.attention to 
China. The American people have not been 
world wide traders. They have been so busy 
developing themeelves that they have not had 
time te go outside. 

“China has experienced a similar civiliza- 
tion. You weretdisposed to live much to 
yourselves and didn’t care much about what 
was going on in the outside world. But mod- 
ern science has brought nations closer to- 
gether, and now no nation can live by itself. 

“The American young man has the tradi- 
tions of his pioneer forefathers; the young 
Englishman has the traditiéns of his fathers. 
You young men occupy a different position. 
You must enthuse new life into your people. 

“I’m going to your country to study your 
life as you are studying ours. If I can hetp 
to cement those friendly relations then I can 
feel that I have done a great duty. If I fail 
it will be a great disappointment ta me.”’ 

Mr. Chow, who acted as toastmaster, said 
that a man of Mr. Calhoun’s diplomacy and 
legal ability no dobt will be able to cope 
with everything which comes his way. 

*‘ He will not find China the China of five 
years ago,”’ added the toastmaster. ‘‘ China 
has passed from its Rip Van Winkle stage 
and is progressing along modern lines.’’

PASTORS NOW SAY 


After Week of Training, They 


Are Ready for the Test 


. Today. 


SOME OF MENUS GIVEN, 


Wives of Clergymen Will Attend 
the Local Option Meeting 
at Willard Hall. 


Chicago ministérs, in one week's training, 
have developed housekeeping and cooking 
ability ranking some of them with the most 
talented culinary experts. This is the asser- 
tion of their friends, The results of their 
training will be manifested today, when 
most of the clergymen have promised to re- 
main home and attend to the housework in 
order that their wives may attend a local 
option meeting to be held at Willard hall. 

This reversal in the general order of daily 
duties»came ag a result of a request from 
Mrs. Emily M. Hill and Miss Lucy Page 
Gaston. The ministers’ wives were to have 
met one week ago, but some of the clergy- 
men ineisted on one week's practice and 
Study before assuming the complete re- 
sponsibilities of the household. 

Such simple affairs as sweeping, bed- 
making, and housecleanirig were mastered, 
in the majority of cases, in a day, according 
to several of the pastors. Interest centered 
in the daily meals, and it was on the prepera- 
tion of luncheon that the last several days’ 
instruction and study wag spent. . 


Some of the Menus Given. 

The outcome of this study is shown In 
luncheon menus carefully outlined by the 
pastors, and in the preparation of which they 
will devote a good share of the morning 
hours. Some of thé menus of the pastors 
foljow: : 

The Rev. Gilbert D. Cleworth, Western 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal church—Bolled 
eggs, warmed up baked beans, boiled pota- 
toes in their jackets, bread and butter, coffee.

**Maybe it is only a concidence that the 
menus have a resemblance,’’ one of the sco 
fers said. “ A touch of variety is the spice + 
any meal. I shall take my luncheon down- 
town.”’

CLASSIC PLAYS TO SUPPLANT 
THE MODERN AT. CHICAGO U. 


Recent Production of “Goliath,” Which 
Rattled Standard Oil’s Skeleton, 
Causes the Faculty to Act. 


Plays of the present day will give way to 
the ancient classics at future University 
of Chicago productions, according to a de- 
cision of the faculty. Following disclosure of 
the fact—embarrassing to the university offi- 
clals—that * Goliath,’’ the dramatic club's 
recent production, “ rattled the skeleton " of 
Standard Oil and wheat pit history, plays 
based on modern financial conditions in 
America are to cease, it was learned yester- 
day.

In 1895 *‘ The Rush- 
ing of Raxes,”’ the Black Friar comic opera, 
was made unrecognizable by the censor’s 
biue pencil. Hits at John D. Rockefeller were 
the special subjects of the surgical operation 
cn the manuscript.

Women Will Today Present De- 
mand for Abolishing Vice. 


MAY GET ANSWER AT ONCE. 


Strassheim Seys He Has Looked Up 
Laws Relating to Subject. 


Five hundred women, ted by Mra. Emily 
M. Hill, president of the Cook County Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance union, will urge 
Sheriff Christopher Strassheim this after- 
noon to take steps toward abolishing Chi- 
cago’s red light district. From their meet- 
ing place at Willard hall the women will go 
to the county building, and in the sheriff's 
office present their demands for a strict en- 
forcement of the state laws governing im- 
moral houses. 

In. addition to the members of the W. C. T. 
U. the delegation to the sheriff will comprise 
representatives of the Law and Order league, 
headed by Miss Gail Myer; the Midnight Mis- 
sion Workers, with Mrs, H, C. Newton and 
Dr. Jean L. Zimmerman as spokeswomen, 
and a delegation of the wives of Chicago 
ministers. 


Sheriff. Is Somewhat Perturbed. 

Sheriff Straseheim spent a part of yester- 
day at his house preparing a reception speech 
for his visitors. Outwardly calm, he ad- 
mitted a degree of perturbation at the pros- 
pects of receiving 500 determined women. 

“I think I'll be able to get away with it,” 
he said. ‘“‘ Of course I don’t know juet what 
demands they are going to present,, but I 
have an idea I may be able to give them an 
answer right away. In the first place, they'll 
find me willing to enforce any laws on the 
statute books. 

“Since making the arrangements for the 
visit I have looked up the law governing 
immoral houses and find some points that 
the women may not appreciate. The regu- 
lation of that district may not be in my 
hands.” 

Mrs, Hill Is Confident. 

Mrs. Hill is confident the visit to the sher- 
iff's office will be productive of the result 
for which she is working. 

* We didn't get the encouragement we 
wanted from the mayors office,” she as- 
serted, “‘and are going to put the matter up 
to the chief executive officer of Cook county.

BY THE VAUDEVILLE STAGE. 


Sage of East Aurora Has Heart-to-Heart 
Talks with “Immortals” Before Bow- 
ing to Almighty Dollar.

Y., made his farewell appearance as a 
prophet before a chosen body of “ immor- 
tals’ at the Studebaker theater yesterday.

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WORLD'S MEAT ALL HIGHER 


Report from Washington Gives 
Figures on Shipments. 


PORK AND MUTTON NAMED. 


Principal Increases Come in These; 
Beef Also Is Dearer. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—Meat prices 
have advanced in all the principal consum- 
ing and producing sections of the world, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. 

The report shows the chief meat exporting 
countries of the world to be Australia, New 
Zealand. Argentina, Canada. and the United 
States; the chief meat importing countries, 
the united kingdom, Germany. and, In a 
less degree, the other European countries. 

All the meat exporting countries show 
higher prices per pound in their exports in 
recent years than those of a decade ago, and 
all the meat importing countries stow high- 


ler rates in their import figures and the cur- 


rent market quotations. The advance in 


fresh meat prices is less than that in salted 
and preserved meats, and im nearly al) caset 
the advance in beef is less than that ip pork 
or mutton. , 

The fact that the percentage of advance in 
the price of fresh meats, especially those 
shipped in the chilled or frozen state, has not 
been as as the advance in salted or 
preserved meats, is said to be due to reduc- 
tions mede in the last few yeare in the cost 
of chilling or freezing and iransporting meats 
of this class. The advance in mutton is re- 
garded as due to: the comparatively slow 
growth in the world’s supr%y of sheep and the 
consequent advance in the price of wool. 

Some of the statistics obtained by the de- 
partment are as follows: From Austrdlia 
in the case of f preserved by cold process 
the export pricé advanced ‘rom $5.23 per 
hundred pounds in 1809 to $5.40 to 1908; mut- 
ton and lamb from $3.828 per hundred pounds 
in 1899 to $6.47 in 1908; an advance of about 
3 per cent in beef and nearly 70 per cent in 
the price of mutton and lamb. . 

In New Zealand similar conditions are 
shown in the report, while in Argentina the 
export price of frozen beef in 1897-1808 was 
$1.75 per hundred pounds and the price for | 
1900-1908 $4.38; of frozen mutton, for 18¥7-

UNCLE SAM IS SHORT CHANGED. 


Action of Weather on Brass Weight 
Responsible for Loss of $121 in 
$100,000,000 of Gold Coined. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Special. }— 
The action of the weather upon the brass 
troy weight used at the Philadelphia mint 
has increased the weight of the standard so 
that the government has been short changed 
Out of $121 in the last $100,000,000 worth of 
gold that has beer coined. The weight was 
brought over from England in 1827 by Albert 
Gallatin, former secretary of the treasury. 
On a test the weight’ was found to have in- 
creased .007 of a grain through oxidization. 
A new weight, of a metal not subject to 
change by weather. is to be substituted.

Baltimore, Md., March 6.—[Special.}—That 
John D. Rockefeller and other millionaires, 
who have power to effect monopolies and 
corner markets, are unable to monopolize the 
gladness and the joy of heart which rises 
from the conscience of a man, even though 
he had been robbed of wealth, pleasures, his 
health, and other temporal benefits, was the 
statement made by Cardinal Gibbons today 


in his sermon in the cathedral. Continuing, 


the cardinal said: 

* Years ago the most popular and promi- 
nent man, perhaps, in the United States was 
James Gillespie Blaine. Twice he ran for 
president, and twice the position was within 
his grasp, but he never obtained it He 
now is passed away, his political constitu- 
ents are gone, his memory is faded, and I 
doubt that if today there is even @ monu- 
ment to mark his grave. 


Blaine Told of Troubles. 

‘“*I remember distinctly that he called on 
me a day or two after his second defeat. He 
told me of the trials, sufferings, tribulations, 
vicissitudes, and afflictions” which, rest on 
the presidents of the United States. I merely 
tell this, my brethren, to show you that you 
should not place your hope on temporal 
things or seek temporal favors. You may 
have pleasures, health, wealth, but may be 
robbed of these. You cannot, however, \be 
robbed of the joy of a good heart whi 
springs from a clear conscience. This joy 
cannot be monopolized by Rockefeller or 
any other millionaire. 

“ You must not be a slave to your passion 
and advice. You should be kindly disposed 
toward your neighbor. You cannot have se- 
renity of heart or mind while you bear a spirit 
of resentment against your brothera.

* Never enter home with the cares of office 
or the public on your mind. No matter how 
much you have been buffeted during the 
day in the business world, do not enter the 
harbor of your home with care.”

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‘COULON SCORES A KNOCKOUT 


Chicago Boy Stops Jem Kendrick 
in the Nineteenth Round. 


FIGHT AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Crowd of 10,000 Sees Defeat of English 
Bantam by American. , 


New Orleans. La., March 6—[Special.]— 
Johnny Coulon of Chicago knocked out Jem 
Kendrick in the nineteenth round of their 
scheduled twenty round fight for the bantam 
championship at American weights at the 
West Side Athletic club this afternoon. The 
men weighed 115 pounds, ringside. 

The fight was one of the best seen here and 
a crowd of 10,000 enjoyed it. Kendrick showed 
himself the better boxer, but for real fight- 
ing ability and stamina he did not compare 
with the American. Kendrick’s superior 
science and cleverness were particularly ap- 
parent in the early rounds. Coulon held his 
own, however, and swung rights and lefts 
to the head and body with good effect. He 
did most of his damage in infighting, Ken- 
drick playing at long range, swinging lefts 
to the body. This sort of going, without any 
unusual incident, contipued up to the ninth 
round, when the Chicagean cut Kendricks 
left eye with a wicked right. In the tenth be. 
gan some strenuous fighting. Couijon pad tne 
better of the round. he sent Kendrick to nis 
corner with his other eye battered. ine Hng- 
lishman’s nose also was thumped and bled 
badly. 


Coulon Batters Britisher. 


Coulon started the eleventh with a rush 
and battered his man’s head with rights and 
lefts. Kendrick went to the corner spitting blood 
and bleeding more profusely from the nose. Cou- 
lon slowed up in the twelfth and rested: but 
Kendrick took advantage of every opportunity 
to land hard swings to the body. In the-thir- 
teenth Johnny began infighting more than he had, 
jabbing and straight arming fiercely. As an in- 
fighter, by comparison, Kendrick seemed to have 
his hands tied. He took lots of punishment on 
the stomach and kidneys. 

In the fourteenth Coulon again battered the 
Britisher’s face and toward the end rocked him 
severely with a left to the head. Jem began to 
back pedal in the fifteenth, and avoided ail the 
punishment he could, but when forced to fight 
turned and outslugged Coulon, but Kendrick could 
not cover. Coulon rushed-and dazed the English- 
man with a right to the jaw in the sixteenth. 
The crowd yelled for @ knockout, but Kendrick 
stood his ground. Johnny wrestied him down twice. 
Jem.went to the floor from a right to the jaw as 
the gong sounded. 


Kendrick Knocked to Floor. 


The next round was full of réugh work and 
clinches, and Kendrick complained to the referee 
that Coulon was wrestling. The Chicago boy 
danced around his man in the eighteenth, lunging 
in occasionally and poking a left to body and head. 
He caught Jem with a right swing on the chin 
and dropped him. The Britisher took @ count of 
five, but got up and fought back furiously yntn 
the end of the round. 

Coulon worked in all sorts of blows to the head 
and body in the nineteenth. Kendrick was weak, 
but fighting back hard, when Coulon floored him 
with a stiff right to the solar plexus, The Brit. 
isher arose, but staggered and fell on the ropes in 
defeat.

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RULES TESTS ELATE STAGG 


Midway Director. Primed to 
Argue for Football's Life. 


FLYING TACKLE IS DOOMED. 


Experiments with Forward Pass Sug- 
gest [ts Retention in Code, 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

Director A. A. Stagg of the University of 
Chicago returned yesterday from Fayette- 
ville, - where he spent four days last week 
testing various suggestions made by football 
mentors throughout the country on the 
University of Arkansas eleven. 

The Midway instructor was more than 
pleased with the results of the tests, and he 
now has ideas to lay before the rules com- 
mittee at its meeting in New York on March 
25 which should go a long way in deter- 
mining the future of the banner college 


sport. 

It is known there are several members of 
the rules committee who favor abolition of 
the forward pass because of the severe penalties 
inflicted for an uncompleted throw. The present 
rules permit five men to receive the pass and 
one of the reasons advanced by those opposed to it 
is that the secondary defense is unable to cope with 
it. Stagg’s idea of having only two players. the 
men on the ends of the line, eligible to receive the 
pase certainly would enable the defensive backs 
to meet it more successfully. In a measure this 
would discourage forward passing and revert back 
more to swinging end runs and off tackle plays. 


Lessens Pass Penalty. 


To offset this tendency, Stagg’s penalty for an 
uncompleted forward pase is not near as severe as 
the present one. So teams would be willing to take 
more chances with the play as they still would 
have a chance to recover the oval under his sug- 
gestion. The Chicago coach gave his ideas a 
thorough test and they certainly worked to the 
extreme satisfaction of the Razorback players and 
those who witnessed the southerners in action. 
The ball is in play continually, the game is simpil- 
fied immeasurably. and the danger element jes- 
sened a hundred fold. 

Suggestions of other football authorities were 
tried out extensively. but in some weak points were 
discerned easily. The only proposed change which 
is sure to be made, and which did not meet with 
approval of the players, & the fying tackle. They 
found-no end of difficulty in tackling with one foot 
on the ground, and the abolition of this football 
landmark is liable to encourage arm and high 


tackling. 

In the meeting of the rules committee last month, 
sentiment was almost unanimous for a simplinca- 
tion af the game. Stage’s suggestions, if adopted, 
will bring about such a result, especially in the 
forward pass, for instead of three pages of the 
rule book being devoted to rules governing the play, 
the Maroon mentor’s ideas would necessitate not 
more than three clauses. 


Need for Rules Conference. 


At the next meeting of the western conference, 
Stagg intends to introduce a motion calling for a 
meeting of western football officials to effect a 
uniform interpretation of the rules. 

This is something which should have been done 
long ago. 

Stagg intends to devote considerable time to the 
results of his tests before going to the meeting of 
the rules committee and consider his conclusions 
from every angle eo as to be prepared to argue cor- 
rectly for their adoption.

Recovery in Prices Feature of Week’s 
Trading in the New York 
Market,

NEW YORK, March 5.—[Special. ene 
cial markets last week were noteworthy for 
the decided veering of sentiment toward 
cheerfulness. This betterment went hand in 
hand with substantial advances in prices on 
the stock exchange, and there was thus com- 
pleted the traditional cycie through which 
Wall street invariably passes on the eve of 
developments which it considers of far 
reaching importance. 

Three weeks ago tomorrow there occurred 
the widest break in securities witnessed in 
the course of the reaction which set in short- 
ly after the opening of the new year. That 
break marked the culmination of the decline 
which had for its moving causes, according 
to Wall street opinion, anxiety on the part 
of the larger interests of the financial worid 
over the corporation program of the admiin- 
istration. ‘ 

Offerings of securities running to about 
$75,000,000 and the heavy March 1 disburse- 
ments had little or no effect upon the money 
market. Rates are still within striking dis- 
tance of the gold export point, and our for- 
eign trade return places us to a considerable 
extent under the control of Europe. It, 
therefore, is interesting to note that the 
Bank of England at present is losing goid 
heavily. 

NEW YORK WEBKLY STOCK RANGE. 
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CROP NEWS IS DISCOUNTED 
Wheat Shows Weak Tone as Re- 
sult of Heavy Liquidation, 


CASH PREMIUMS ARE LOWER. 
ES REE ss 
Coarse Grains Under Pressure of Long 
Selling; Hog Products Firm. 


Crop news was plentiful enough and of 
sensational enough character to give a run- 
away bull market in wheat last week if gen- 
eral credence had been given the advices, 
Traders were inclined to take most of the 
reports with a grain of salt, however, and in- 
stead of selling higher the market was under 
pressure all the later part of the week and 
prices at the close were 2%c to 3%G@S%c 
lower. Near the close of the week reports 
became more favorable, especially from rec- 
ognized trade authorities. The Modern Mll- 
ler gave out a bearish report saying the gen- 
eral outlook was favorable and that the bulk 
of complaints came from a restricted area 
in the soft wheat belt of Kansas. Other crop 
experts favored this view and as a result 
there was a marked depreciation in the mar- 
ket value of the reports, which the public as 
well as local professionals were inclined to 
discount. 

Cash Situation Is Weaker. 

Another big factor in discouraging new 
buying was the weak state of the cash 
wheat market here and the slow demand in 
other directions. The premiums are gradu- 
ally fading away, and even at the reduced 
prices millers appear to be in no hurry to 
buy. Consequently one of the chief props 
to a bull situation appears to be bending 
under the heavy weight it has been carrying. 
Practically all the bullish operations recent- 
ly have been predicated on the maintenance 
of the cash premiums. Without the help of 
these the bull structure will need constant 
tonic in the shape of crop damage reports in 
order to keep up ite standing. No. 2 red 
wheat, which « short time ago sold at 16c 
premium and more over the May, was quoted 
7c over late in the week and the general cash 
situation was said to be the most discourag- 
ing in nearly a year. Primary receipts con- 
tinue at a rate that belie early season ac- 
counts of crop overestimates, and farmers 
continue to sell enough to supply current 
milling needs. 


Farm Reserves Are Liberal. 

Farm reserves moreover, according to the 
estimates of trade authorities, are large, and 
it is expected that the government will show 
a fairly large percentage of wheat back on 
the farms. Snow estimates the quantity 
back on March 1 at 172,000,000 bu, and the 
Modern Miller in its estimate made up from 
many correspondents places the total now 
on the farms at 186,500,000 bu. There seems 
little reason to doubt that the amount back 
in first hands is much larger than was the 
case @ year ago, and it is also understood 
generally by the trade that the supply in 
second hands and not in the visible is much 
larger than was the case a year ago. With 
the prospect excellent for a big crop of win- 
ter wheat, present prices look high without 
any improvement in the milling demand to 
help out the cash situation. 


Damage Reports Are Numerous. 

Crop damage reports have been numerous, 
but have come principally from a small! area 
in Kansas. Best opinion is that even al- 
lowing for the total destruction of 1,200,UUU 
acres in Kansas, which appears to be a lib- 
eral allowance, the state can still raise a 
crop of about 75,000,000, which is far from 
a crop calamity. 

Stocks continue to pile up in the north- 
west and there has been @ gradual) easing up 
in the flour situation. Stocks are liberai at 
all points and the general jobbing demand, 
taking the\country as a whole, is not active. 
Several of the Minneapolis mille have re- 
cently closed down on account Of failure to 
get shipping directions. ' 

With the domestic situation apparently less 
in favor of the bulls than a few weeks ago, 
and with the bears having the whip hand 
temporarily, the foreign situation adds a fur- 
ther weight tu the load the bull must carry 
for the time being. ‘The genera! foreign 
situation i@ more bearish than ever. 


World’s Exports Are Large. 

World’s shipments continue at a heavy rate 
and the quota of the Argentine is increasing 
materially, while Russia, the Danube, and 
Canada continue to put afloat Tiberal quan- 
titles, supplementing the large shipments 
from Australia and India. Crop conditions 
in the majority of instances in foreign coun- 
tries are excellent and there is every reason 
to believe European buyers will be in a more 
independent position during the next four 
months than they have been in a number of 
years. Stocks abroad are liberal and there is 
no reason to expect any falling off in vhe 
weekly total of exports for sometime. The 
result is that exports from this country are 
out of the question for old wheat and it may 
be that the demand for new crop grain also 
will be disappointing unless values are al- 
lowed to sink to a basis that will permit com- 
petition with foreign countries. 


Bear Crowd Victor in Corn. 

Liquidation on a heavy scale was the main 
feature in the corn market. The overwhelm- 
ingly bearish situation in the cash markets 
of the country was at last effective in break- 
ing down the resistance of the bulls, and the 
bears had the most profitable week in many 
months. Prices at the close were 1%@1%c to 
2u%c lower. Receipts at all the leading mar- 
kets were liberal, while the demand was 
slow. The bears, having gained the advan- 
tage for the first time in months, did not stop 
at half way measures and pounded the mar- 
ket onsevery hard spot. A little export busi- 
ness was reported Friday, but it was of low 
grade stuff and made possible by low freight 
rates. Local brokers were unable to do any 
business. Enormous discounts for cash corn, 
with increasing stocks at all the leading dis- 
tributing points, continue to be the main fac- 
tors in the situation, and promise to be for 
some time. Snow, in his March report, esti- 
mated the consumption of the last twelve 
months at, 150,000,000 bu less than for the pre- 
ceeding year. Farm reserves he placed at 
1,060,000,000 bu on March 1. 


Oats Trade Is Moderate. 

Trade in oats was of much the same char- 
acter as in other grains, and final prices 
showed sharp declines. Losses for the week 
were %c to 2@2%c lower. The market rallied 
a little the latter part of the week, but again 
sold off on Saturday and closed practically 
at the low point. The cash demand is only 
fair, while receipte are ample for all require- 
ments and the stocks at distributing points 
are large enough for all requirements. Pros- 
pects for an early spring are encouraging 
the bears, and it fs believed a large acreage 
will be sown this spring. Country holders 
are not flooding the market with oats by any 
means, but there is enough being shipped to 
prevent any tightness in the cash market. 


Higher Prices for Provisions. 

In the provisions trade there have been 
wide fluctuations, with generally higher 
prices prevailing, a late drop failing to wipe 
out alil.the gains for the week. The bullish 
situation in hogs is still the main factor in the 
market, and there has not been any change 
in this regard. Hog receipts jn the west for 
the week were 309,200, compared to 360,100 
the previous week, and 483,000 a year ago. 
The cash demand has been fairly good and 
the high prices so far have not caused any 
material restriction in the consumptive de- 
mand. The outlook for any material increase 
in the hog supply is not bright, and many 
people jn the trade are looking for extremely 
light runs of hogs during the next few months, 
and perhaps until fall. 
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e Lines. 


Favorable weather and the opening of a 
new month were two factors thet helped to 
stimulate business in wholesale trade lines 
last week. The way buyers flocked to mar- 
ket at the advent of seasonable weather in- 
dicated that they needed only slight encour- 
agement to induce them to take hold of new 
spring merchandise with avidity, and this 
willingness to purchase was nursed along 
by jobbers, who had unusually attractive 
lines of new goods to dispose of. 

The fact that the consumptive demand for 
both old and new fabrication continued of 
gratifying volume and that they had close to 
thirty days in which to discount their bills 
also served to stimulate the buying and met- 
chants made commitments as though confi- 
dent of satisfactory results in the end. At- 
tendance of buyers in the markets for dry 
goods, clothing, footwear, and furniture was 
large and the business transacted was. of 
brisk character. 

Opening of spring activities wagalso seen 
in the increased outputs of the leading in- 
dustries and the additional labor and ma- 
chinery employed in mills, factories, foun- 
dries, and forges. Contracts for iron and 
steel were much more numerous, although 
the quantities involved continued compara- 
tively light, and there was a broader demand 
for construction material and lumber. 

Floods interfered with transportation serv- 
ice in certain. quarters, but as a general 
thing the movement of freight was more sat- 
isfactory and needed supplies came forward 
more briskly. Reports indicated that rail- 
roads were planning to add to.their equip- 
ments and encouraging indications of steady 
and permanent improvement in all industria] 
and commercial Hines were in evidence.
